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REMARKS 


Claims 1-21 and 32-33 are currently pending in the application. The indication of 
claims 11-15 and 19-20 as being drawn to allowable subject matter is noted with 
appreciation. 

Claim 1 1 has been cancelled without prejudice. Claim 1 has been amended to include 
the features of now cancelled claim 11. Claims 12, 15, 16 and 20 have been amended to 
depend from claim 1 . 

Claim 19 has been amended to independent form and includes the features of base 
claim 1, as previously presented. 

Because claim 1 and claim 19 have been amended to include only subject matter 
deemed previously allowable and all remaining claims depend from claim 1, the application 
is now in prima facie condition for allowance, and all outstanding rejections are now moot. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully requested that the application be 
reconsidered, that claims 1-10, 12-21 and 32-33 be allowed, and that the application be 
passed to issue.
